April 7 . Leah Parsons 
says she's glad her 
daughter’s story has 
helped others

A tattoo on Leah Parsons’ 
shoulder is partially covered 
by her shirt until she lifts the 
sleeve, revealing a portrait 
of her daughter Rehtaeh in 
black ink alongside small 
crows. 

Parsons said she got the 
tattoo last May to honour her 
daughter, who had gotten one 
of a feather with crows flying 
out of it “like a re-birth” on 
her 16th birthday. 

“It was kind of a way for 
her to take back her body,” 
Parsons said. 

It’s been a year since Re¬ 
htaeh died on April 7, a few 
days after attempting to take 
her own life, which her moth¬ 
er says was due to months 
of bullying after a photo of 
her alleged rape was spread 
around school. 

A walk in her memory is 
planned for Saturday after¬ 
noon, which Parsons said 
has the double importance 
of bringing awareness to 


rape culture. 

“It’s a worldwide thing,” 
Parsons said. “She resonates 
with other people because 
they know how easily it could 
be their child.” 

Parsons especially hopes 
teenagers will come and 
listen to the messages of re¬ 
spect, and not victimizing 
others. 

“Don’t stand around and 
do nothing. You’ve got to 
speak up. If you’re saying 
something negative about a 
female ... you’ve got to make 
it socially unacceptable, that 
it’s not cool.” 

Rehtaeh’s stoiy led to mul¬ 
tiple reviews and new legisla¬ 
tion around sharing intimate 
photos. Parsons said the im¬ 
portant thing is she brought 
up issues “that needed to be 
talked about.” 

Parsons says she finds 
strength in the messages 
pouring from people around 
the world about how Rehtaeh 
changed their lives. 

One woman said a tattoo 
of Rehtaeh on her wrist is a 
reminder to stop harming 
herself. Many have said she 
gave them strength to talk 
about their own rape. 

“It’s what keeps me go¬ 
ing,” Parsons said. “It’s very 
therapeutic to receive those 
types of messages, and it just 
tells me she mattered and she

matters to people.” 

Parsons said speaking up 
about her daughter’s stoiy 
is “not going to change any 
time soon” but she does take 
time to be alone and process 
her feelings. 

“I’m just trying to honour 
what comes up for me ... I lis¬ 
ten to what I need,” Parsons 
said quietly.

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First budget for Liberals 
forecasts $279M deficit 



Modest boosts to 
health and education. 

Loss of grad-retention 
credit called a ‘betrayal’ 


University students in Nova 
Scotia are losing a tax credit 
aimed at keeping them in 
the province, while funding 
will be increased to improve 
student-teacher ratios in a 
provincial budget Thursday 
that was short on cuts and 
new spending. 

Finance Minister Diana 
Whalen made no secret of the 
fact the Liberal party’s first 
budget since it was elected in 
October would contain a defi¬ 
cit. The government is fore¬ 
casting a shortfall in 2014-15 
of $279 million. 

The government plans to 
spend $9.9 billion this fis¬ 
cal year, which includes a 
$455-million increase in ex¬ 
penditures. Most of that was 
already promised by the pre¬ 
vious NDP government, with 
just $80 million earmarked 
for new Liberal programs. 

Whalen described the 
budget as “the foundation 
for the work ahead” as the 
Liberals wrestle with an econ¬ 
omy that a leading academic 
recently warned is on a path

to financial disaster unless 
changes are made. 

“We have undertaken a 
series of measures to meet 
our commitments and effect¬ 
ively respond to Nova Scotia’s 


clearly articulated desire for a 
new direction,” Whalen told 
the legislature. 

The changes being made 
are modest, with health 
spending and home-care ser¬ 
vices getting small increases. 

There is a hike in the edu¬ 
cation budget over a four-year 
period, which includes $7.2 
million to help cap class sizes 
at 20 students from Primary 
to Grade 2. The Education 
Department said the money 


will be spent to hire 180 new 
teachers. 

The government is also 
adding some money to early 
literacy initiatives and bring¬ 
ing back a reading program 
that was axed in 2011. 

But less than a week after 
eliminating interest on the 
provincial portion of student 
loans, the government is 
killing a graduate-retention 
rebate that gave grads a 
maximum annual tax credit 


of $2,500. The interest-free 
loans are expected to cost the 
government $1.6 million an¬ 
nually, but getting rid of the 
tax credit is estimated to save 
$49.5 million. 

Jonathan Williams, execu¬ 
tive director of Students Nova 
Scotia, called it a “betrayal.” 

“There are lots of things 
driving graduates away, and 
this budget is not going to 
help,” said Williams.

Strike. About 
300 outpatient 
appointments put off 
and 227 out of 740 
beds at QEII closed 


Surgeries were postponed, 
hospital beds closed and hun¬ 
dreds of outpatients missed 
clinic appointments Thursday 
as nurses in Halifax walked 
off the job in an escalating 
battle with the Nova Scotia 
government over bargaining 
rights and patient safety. 

The Capital District 
Health Authority said the 
strike prompted the can¬ 
cellation of 91 surgeries, 
though emergency surgeries 
were still being performed 
at the usual rate of about 20 
per day. 

About 300 outpatient ap¬ 
pointments were put off at 
clinics that were supposed to 


see 1,665 patients Thursday, 
and 227 out of a total of 740 
beds at the QEII Health Sci¬ 
ences Centre were closed to 
patients, said Capital Health 
CEO Chris Power. 

“This situation isn’t sus¬ 
tainable over the long term,” 
Power told a news confer¬ 
ence. “It is affecting the en¬ 
tire provincial health-care 
system.” 

Power said the Halifax 
hospitals overseen by the au¬ 
thority were operating with 
50 per cent fewer nurses 
than usual. 

The union and the health 
authority have agreed to 
maintain full staffing levels 
for emergency rooms and 
units offering dialysis, can¬ 
cer care and intensive care. 
However, many other servi¬ 
ces were reduced to emer¬ 
gency-only levels. 

The strike was expected 
to be short as the govern¬ 
ment was prepared to pass 


essential-services legislation 
as early as Friday, a move that 
would force the 2,400 nurses 
back to work. 


The law would apply to as 
many as 40,000 workers in¬ 
cluding nurses, paramedics, 
ambulance dispatchers, hos¬ 


pital employees and people 
who work in homes for sen¬ 
iors, youth and people with 
disabilities.

The nurses’ union, the 
Nova Scotia Government and 
General Employees Union 
wants a collective agree¬ 
ment that includes mandated 
nurse-to-patient ratios.

With the province ex¬ 
pecting to pass an essential- 
services bill that could have 
the nurses back to work as ear¬ 
ly as Friday, Pearson doesn’t 
believe the strike will get the 
message across. 

“I don’t think the one day 


will be enough,” she said. 

Jacqye Estey was cross¬ 
ing Hollis Street on her way 
to work when she stopped to 
take a look. 

“I’ve never seen anything 
like this,” she said over the 
sound of whistles and dmms. 

Despite having a brother 
under hospital care, Estey 
does support the nurses and 
the strike. 

“Look at what they are 
doing for people,” she said.

This is a feel-good story that’s 
truly, deliciously cheesy. 

A Dartmouth woman re¬ 
covering at the QEII from sur- 
geiy to treat Crohn’s disease 
is awash in gratitude this 
week after some deep-dish 
acts of kindness.

Morris East owner Jennie 
Dobbs said her cousin suffers 
from Crohn’s, so she didn’t 
think twice when Wilson’s 
friends requested some pizza 
therapy. 

“I’ve seen how hard it is 
to be ill and not have your 
favorite foods,” she said.

The investigation of a rampa¬ 
ging cricket STD that makes its 
victims sterile and rabidly lust¬ 
ful led a Dalhousie University 
researcher to a somewhat less 
salacious discoveiy that could, 
with further exploration, have 
meaningful implications for 
human treatment options. 

Biologist Dr. Shelley Adamo 


published a research paper 
titled, “A viral aphrodisiac” in 
the Journal of Experimental 
Biology last month. 

She said her colony of crick¬ 
ets contracted the highly viru¬ 
lent IIV-6/CrIV from a reptile 
brought into the lab for a sep¬ 
arate study. 

She said the females 
stopped laying eggs, though 
they seemed completely 
healthy — so she investigated 
further. 

“When I opened up a fe¬ 
male, I was shocked. This fe¬ 
male was not a little sick, she 
was a lot sick,” said Adamo 
Thursday, adding the cricket 
had bloated, bluish fat cells 


where her eggs should have 
been. 

Adamo confirmed the pres¬ 
ence of the virus, and deter¬ 
mined it was responsible for 
making the bugs sterile while 
increasing their sexual appe¬ 
tites. 

More notably, she said the 
virus severed communication 
between the immune and cen¬ 
tral nervous systems, blocking 
normal “sick” behaviours such 
as lethargy or reduced appetite. 

“My guess is, it does what 
viruses do, which is hijack the 
genome of its host,” she said. 
“The actual molecular details 
of that would be cool to figure 
out, but we didn’t get that far.” 


Adamo said figuring out 
how viruses suppress immune 
signals could lead to insights in 
regulating the intracellular sig¬ 
naling systems — which could 
have important implications 
for some human treatment 
therapies that involve stimulat¬ 
ing the immune system. 

“Unfortunately, they have 
serious side effects, and most 
of these side effects have to do 
with over-activating these com¬ 
munication signals, so people 
feel extremely ill,” she said. 
“So...there would be benefits 
if you could figure out how to 
regulate that without suppress¬ 
ing immune function, that 
would be the key.”

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Little Afghan girl loses arm 
but not her love of painting 


California dream. 

Seven-year-old gets a 
prosthetic arm fitted for 
free — and a helping 
hand from L.A. artist 


She had always loved to paint 
and draw, something it ap¬ 
peared the little girl from 
Afghanistan might never do 
again after she mistakenly 
picked up a grenade outside 
her war-torn home last year 
and it blew off her right arm. 

But with the help of doc¬ 
tors, prosthetists and a 
prominent Los Angeles art¬ 
ist, seven-year-old Shah Bibi 
Taralchail dispelled any no¬ 
tion that something as ugly as 
war can stifle a small child’s 
determination to add beauty 
to the world. 

At the Galerie Michael on 
Rodeo Drive in the heart of 
Beverly Hills on Wednesday, 
Shah Bibi grabbed a tube of 
colour with her new pros¬ 
thetic hand and proceeded to 
put a series of brush strokes 
across a piece of art board 
artist Davyd Whaley had pro¬ 


vided. The finished result, the 
artist said afterward, “was 
pretty mind-blowing.” 

The artist’s own work 
is the subject of a large ex¬ 
hibition at Galerie Michael, 
where Shah Bibi was invited 
to join him after gallery 
owners learned of her love 
of art. 

Less than a year ago, she 
was at home in Afghanistan 
when she went outside one 
morning to play with her 
brother. There had been a 
violent battle pitting Taliban 
fighters against U.S. militaiy 
forces the night before, but 
that was nothing residents 
weren’t used to. 

“There was what looked 
like a rock that she picked up 
and threw on the ground and 
it exploded,” said Ilaha Omar, 
a Children of War Foundation 
member who brought her 
to the United States, where 
Shriners Hospital treated 
her for free. The explosion 
had destroyed her right eye, 
taken off most of her right 
arm, put a few scars on her 
face and killed her brother. 

She’ll return to her family 
in Afghanistan next week.

Immigrant detainees in U.S. 


Groups sue, daim 
retaliation against 
hunger strikers 

U.S. Immigration and 
Customs Enforcement has 
retaliated against about 20 
immigrant hunger strik¬ 
ers and supporters at a 
Washington state detention 
facility by putting them in 
solitaiy confinement, activ¬ 
ists said Thursday, and two 
legal groups sued to halt the 
practice. 

The agency denied ex¬ 


acting any revenge, saying 
instead that those separated 
from the general popula¬ 
tion had been generating 
complaints by intimidating 
others to join the strike. 

At least 750 detainees 
participated in a hunger 
strike about a month ago 
to protest U.S. immigration 
law as well as the conditions 
at the Northwest Detention 
Center in Tacoma, which 
houses nearly 1,300 people 
being investigated for pos¬ 
sible deportation. Some 
began a renewed hunger 


strike March 24. 

Three days later, guards 
asked several if they wanted 
to meet with an assistant 
warden. After they raised 
their hands, they were 
handcuffed and placed in 
solitaiy confinement, activ¬ 
ists said. 

The American Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union of Washington 
and Columbia Legal Services 
sued ICE and said they are 
asking a federal judge for a 
temporaiy restraining order 
to halt the practice.

Chemical agents removal 


Syria can still meet 
April deadline, 
diplomats say 

Sigrid Kaag, the head of 
the mission charged with 
destroying Syria’s chemical 
weapons, told the UN Secur¬ 
ity Council on Thursday 
that Syria can still meet the 
April 27 deadline to remove 
all chemical agents from 
the countiy even though 
shipments have been halted 
for two weeks because of 
worsening security, UN 


diplomats said. 

UN deputy spokesman 
Farhan Haq said the ship¬ 
ments stopped on March 20. 
He said Syrian authorities 
informed Kaag’s mission 
that the halt of shipments 
was due to the deteriorating 
security situation in Latakia 
province, where the chem¬ 
icals are put on ships in the 
port of Latakia. 

But the government 
informed Kaag’s mission on 
Sunday that it wanted to 
resume operations “in com¬ 
ing days,” according to the 


diplomats. 

The Organization for the 
Prohibition of Chemical 
Weapons said in a report 
to the United Nations last 
week that the total percent¬ 
age of chemicals either 
removed or destroyed inside 
the war-torn countiy is 53.6 
per cent. The report said 
Syria pledged to remove 
all chemicals by April 13, 
except for those in areas 
“that are presently inaccess¬ 
ible,” which face an April 27 
deadline.

Ukraine’s interim authorities 
accused the countiy’s ousted 
president of ordering snipers 
to open fire on protesters 
and getting help from Rus¬ 
sian security agents to battle 
his own people — but their 
report Thursday provided 
no evidence directly linking 
him to the bloodbath in Kyiv.

Fort Hood. Gunman may 
have argued with fellow 
soldiers before rampage 


The soldier who killed three 
people at Fort Hood may have 
argued with another service 
member shortly before the at¬ 
tack at the Texas militaiy base, 
and investigators believe his 
unstable mental health contrib¬ 
uted to the rampage, author¬ 
ities said Thursday. 

The base’s senior officer, Lt. 
Gen. Mark Milley, said there is 
a “strong possibility” that Spc. 
Ivan Lopez had a “verbal alter¬ 
cation” with another soldier 
or soldiers immediately before 
Wednesday’s shooting. How¬ 
ever, there’s no indication that 
he targeted specific soldiers, 
Milley said. 

Lopez never saw combat 


during a deployment to Iraq 
and had shown no apparent 
risk of violence before the 
shooting, officials said. 

The 34-year-old truck driver 
seemed to have a clean record 
that showed no ties to extrem¬ 
ist groups. But Army Secretaiy 
John McHugh promised that 
investigators would keep all 
avenues open in their inquiry 
of the soldier whose rampage 
ended only after he fired a final 
bullet into his own head. 

A hospital official expressed 
optimism Thursday that all 
of the 16 people who were 
wounded in the shooting 
would survive.

A woman living in a suspected 
crack house where she sug¬ 
gested the Rob Ford crack video 
was filmed complained the To¬ 
ronto mayor’s “people” were 
stopping by eveiy day following 
media reports about the video, 
police allege. 

Elena Basso is heard on a 
wiretapped conversation with 
an alleged gang member say¬ 
ing Ford has “got power” and 
“it doesn’t matter who’s right 
or wrong ... we’re going to feel 
the heat eveiywhere,” police 
allege. 

Police summaries of the 
wiretaps made as part of Project 
Traveller — a gang, drugs and 
weapons investigation — are 
among information ordered 
released to the public Thursday 
by an Ontario Superior Court 
judge. 

Ford declared Thursday that 
he had been “cleared” after the 


provincial police force, which 
was tapped last month to over¬ 
see a Toronto police probe of 
the mayor’s activities, said it 
was no longer involved. 

That probe, dubbed Project 
Brazen 2, was sparked by media 
reports about a cellphone video 
on which Ford appears to 
smoke crack cocaine. 

But at that time the Project 
Traveller investigation was al¬ 
ready well underway, includ¬ 
ing wiretaps, which allegedly 
captured conversations about 
the video. 

One of those conversations, 
police say in the documents, 
was between alleged gang 
member Liban Siyad — who 
would later be arrested in Pro¬ 
ject Traveller — and Basso, 
whose home police allege is a 
“frequent hangout for crack co¬ 
caine users.” 

According to the docu¬ 
ments, Siyad tells Basso he had 
nothing to do with the video 


and both talk about “G” being 
responsible for it. Police believe 
“G” is Mohamed Siad, who was 
also ultimately arrested in Pro¬ 
ject Traveller. 

If Siyad had the video, he 
would bring it to Basso “directly 
to give to Rob,” police allege he 
said in a May 20 conversation. 

“The f—ing goof did it at my 
house,” police allege Basso said. 
“I got Rob’s f—ing people and 
cops coming here eveiy f—ing 
day.” 

The “whole area” is going to 
“go down” because of “G,” and 
“G” screwed up her business, 
Siyad’s business and eveiy- 
body’s business, police allege 
Basso said. 

Siyad wanted Basso to tell 
Ford he didn’t have the video 
and Basso assured him she 
knows that, police allege. 

“To be fair, Rob Ford—I told 
you guys — is a big f— ing idiot,” 
police allege Basso said.

“all the matters are currently 
before the courts” and there 
is no new information or evi¬ 
dence that needs to be followed 
up on. Ford took the news to 
mean he was cleared. 

“I just knew all along, I 
didn’t miss a day of work, I just 
kept coming in because I know 
I did nothing wrong,” the may¬ 
or said at city hall. 

A Toronto police spokes¬ 
man said Thursday the probe is 
not over, adding that the latest 
batch of released documents 
was a sign of the ongoing na¬ 
ture of the investigation.

U.S. officials create 
‘Cuban Twitter’ 
to foster dissent

The U.S. government master¬ 
minded the creation of a “Cu¬ 
ban Twitter” — a communi¬ 
cations network designed to 
undermine the communist 
government in Cuba, built 
with secret shell companies 
and financed through foreign 
banks, The Associated Press 
has learned. 

Project “ZunZuneo” lasted 
more than two years and drew 
40,000-plus subscribers. First, 
the network would build a Cu¬ 
ban audience, mostly young 
people; then, the plan was 
to push them to dissent. It’s 
unclear whether the scheme 
was legal under U.S. law. Rajiv 
Shah, administrator for the 


U.S. Agency for International 
Development, said it was not a 
covert program, which requires 
written authorization of the 
president and congressional 
notification, though “parts of it 
were done discreetly.” 

The project began in 2009 
after Washington-based Cre¬ 


ative Associates International 
obtained a half-million Cu¬ 
ban cellphone numbers, and 
used those numbers to start a 
subscriber base. USAID and its 
contractors set up front com¬ 
panies in Spain and the Cay¬ 
man Islands to hide the money

London. Smog-covered 
England struggles with 
air pollution issues 


Schools closed their play¬ 
grounds and ambulance staff 
reported a surge in breathing 
problems as smog blanketed 
parts of England for a second 
day on Thursday. 

Environmentalists criti¬ 
cized Prime Minister David 
Cameron after he described 
the haze — a mix of local pol¬ 
lution, European emissions 
and Sahara sand — as “a nat¬ 
urally occurring weather phe¬ 
nomenon.” 

Some schools kept chil¬ 
dren inside, while the London 
Ambulance Service said it was 
seeing a higher-than-normal 
number of calls from people 
with breathing difficulties, 
asthma and heart problems. 

Forecasters said the pol¬ 
lution should be swept away 
Friday by fresh winds from 
the Atlantic. 

The World Health Organ¬ 
ization says air pollution kills 
about 7 million people a year 
globally, with more than half 
of the deaths due to fumes 
from indoor stoves. 

Gaiy Fuller, an air-qual¬ 
ity expert at King’s College 
London, said Britain’s re¬ 
cent smog had caught pub¬ 
lic attention partly because 
it could be seen. Motorists

awoke earlier this week to 
find their cars covered in red 
dust from a storm in the Sa¬ 
hara desert. 

“Normally air pollution is 
sort of invisible,” he said. 

Fuller said air pollution in 
London and other European 
cities had improved little 
over the past decade, even 
though new cars are cleaner 
than older ones. He said that 
had been offset by an increase 
in the number of more pollut¬ 
ing diesel vehicles.

If you lose your phone, 
are people reading your 
financial statements? Most 
people want to keep their 
private affairs private and 
don’t want to be hacked, 
but how they feel about 
the privacy of others is a 
whole different thing. 

Security researcher 
Scott Wright, who runs 
a study called the Honey 
Stick Project, has some 
bad news. 

“People love to look 
at other people’s employ¬ 
ment and salary informa¬ 
tion,” says Wright, who 
runs experiments in which 
he will drop unlocked USB 
keys and smartphones 
with fake files labeled 
things like “HR salaries,” 


“concert tickets” or “pass¬ 
words,” in different cities 
in Canada and the U.S. 
and then monitors what 
people do with them. 

“It’s not all that en¬ 
couraging,” he says. “For 
USB drives, about 65 per 
cent of the time people 
will open them, plug 
them into their computer, 
double click on files, 
which could infect their 
computers.” 

For the phones, he says 
80 per cent of the time 
people will go through the 
contents to see what’s on 
them. 

“And it’s not just to 
find contact information,” 
he says. 

Do the phones come 
back? “About 50 per cent 
of the time they will get 
returned.”

Personal is still personal, even on Facebook 


‘“The public availability of personal information on 
the Internet’ does not ‘render personal information 

non-personal.” Chantal Bernier, quoting a report from her office that looked into 
two government departments’ collection of information from an activist’s Facebook page 


Metro posed a series of ques¬ 
tions to Chantal Bernier, In¬ 
terim Privacy Commissioner of 
Canada, by email. The follow¬ 
ing article has been edited for 
length and clarity. 

Q: Canadians have many 


online privacy concerns. What 
do you see as threats they are 
facing? 

A: Canadians face a growing 
number of threats ... they 
may be tracked without their 
knowledge; they are vulner¬ 
able to hackers and fraudsters; 
and they may be surprised to 
find information they posted 
online used in ways they had 
not anticipated. 

When Canadians were 
asked about the privacy risks 
that most concerned them, 
computer privacy and Internet 
security were second only to 
concerns related to security 
of financial information. We 
have seen a growing number 
of investigations under the 
Personal Information and Elec¬ 
tronic Documents Act (PIPEDA) 
involve online issues. 

We recently completed an 
investigation on how Google’s 
online advertising service used 
sensitive information about 
individuals’ online activities 
to target them with health-re¬ 
lated advertisements. Not only 
was this contrary to Canadian 
privacy law ... it was also con¬ 
trary to Google’s own privacy 
policy... We were pleased 
Google agreed to implement 
our recommendations. 

In our last annual report 
on the Privacy Act, we raised 
concerns with respect to two 
government departments col¬ 
lecting personal information 
posted by an activist on her 
personal Facebook page. We 
recommended that the depart¬ 
ments not access this type of 
personal information from 
social media sites unless they

could show there was a direct 
link to an operating program 
or activities. 

Our Office recently 
prepared a Special Report to 
Parliament on reinforcing pri¬ 
vacy protection and oversight 
for the Canadian intelligence 
community in an era of cyber¬ 
surveillance. 

Canada does have a com¬ 
paratively strong oversight 
system but our report includes 
a number of recommenda¬ 
tions such as increased public 
reporting and a call for a re¬ 
examination of the oversight 


structure designed to ensure 
privacy. 

Q: What is the volume 
of complaints your office 
fields about online privacy 
concerns? 

A; In a typical year, our office 
investigates more than 1,400 
complaints under the Privacy 
Act and PIPEDA. 

Q: With the pervasiveness of 
Facebook and Twitter, do you 
think the definition of privacy 
needs to change? 

A; Our expectations of privacy 
are different depending on 
circumstances. What you post 
on the Internet is not always 
private. We encourage people 
to only post things they would 
be comfortable with the whole 
world seeing. 

Q: Do we need greater 
investment in creating a more 


secure IT infrastructure? 

A; Our work has focused on 
ensuring organizations that are 
online use the tools and tech¬ 
nologies available to properly 
protect security and privacy. 
Many privacy problems we 
encounter have more to do 
with business practices and 
improper use of technology 
to keep information secure, 
rather than fundamental infra¬ 
structure issues. 

Q: Is the commission 
concerned that the 
government has been 
spying on its own people? 

The recent revelations about 
surveillance matters have 
been troubling from a privacy 
standpoint. We hope our re¬ 
cent report to Parliament will 
contribute to a constructive, 
informed debate on privacy 
protection in the context of 
national security.

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Vybz Kartel. Jamaican 
music star gets life in

A Jamaican judge on Thurs¬ 
day sentenced dancehall 
reggae star Vybz Kartel and 
three other men to life in 
prison for the 2011 murder 
of an associate. 

While police in riot 
gear manned barricaded 
streets outside the court in 
downtown Kingston, Judge 
Lennox Campbell ruled 
that the entertainer must 
serve 35 years behind bars 
before he can be eligible for 
parole. At that point, the 
tattooed Jamaican deejay 
who has dominated the 
brash reggae-rap hybrid 
of dancehall for a decade 
would be 73. 

Last month, a jury con¬ 
victed the 38-year-old Kartel 
and three co-defendants of 
murdering Clive “Lizard” 
Williams, who was beaten 
to death in August 2011 
after being lured to Kartel’s 
house to answer for two 
missing guns. His body has 
never been found.

Huge evacuations, ruined 
homes after Chile quake 



Repeated aftershocks. 

Power out in many 
areas, schools closed 


Coastal residents of Chile’s 
far north spent a second 
sleepless night outside their 
homes as major aftershocks 
continued Thursday follow¬ 
ing a magnitude 8.2 earth¬ 
quake that damaged several 
thousand homes and caused 
six deaths. 

No new major damage 
or casualties were reported, 
and a heavy police and mil¬ 
itary presence kept order. 

The infrastructure in the 
area is nearly entirely in¬ 
tact, but with aftershocks 
continuing, life has been 
anything but normal. Power 
remains out in many areas, 
and hospitals were hand¬ 
ling only emergencies. 
Schools were closed, and 
large supermarkets and gas 
stations co-ordinated their 
reopenings Thursday with 
police and military to avoid 
problems with long lines of 
customers. 

After a magnitude-7.6 
aftershock struck just be¬ 
fore midnight Wednesday, 
Chile’s Emergency Office 
and navy issued a tsunami 
alert, and for two hours 
ordered everyone living in 
low-lying areas along the 
country’s entire 4,000-kilo- 
metre Pacific coastline to 
evacuate. 


Among those moved in¬ 
land was President Michelle 
Bachelet, who was in the 
city of Arica assessing dam¬ 
age in the north from Tues¬ 
day night’s powerful quake. 

“I was evacuated like all 
citizens. One can see that 
the people are prepared,” 
she tweeted early Thursday. 

Chile’s evacuation order 
was lifted at around 2 a.m. 
Thursday. Some 900,000 
people also were affected 
the night before when the 
entire coast was evacu¬ 
ated for several hours after 


Tuesday’s bigger quake, al¬ 
though the tsunami proved 
small. 

The repeated aftershocks 
have shaken buildings and 
sent people running into 
the streets in the port of 
Iquique, the largest city 
closest to the epicentre. 
About 45 minutes before 
the 7.6 quake, a magni¬ 
tude-6.5 aftershock also 
rattled Iquique. The shak¬ 
ing loosened more land¬ 
slides near Alto Hospicio, a 
poor area at the entrance to 
Iquique where about 2,500 


homes had been damaged 
in Tuesday’s larger quake. 

The Ministry of Educa¬ 
tion suspended classes 
again in schools in the 
north for Thursday, while 
the region’s top prosecutor, 
Manuel Guerra, said his of¬ 
fice is taking action against 
speculators who sharply 
raised prices for bread, 
water, milk and diapers. 
“They will be detained and 
charged,” Guerra tweeted, 
calling on the community 
to denounce “intolerable” 
abuses, the associated press 
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Terrorism trial. Lawyer 
says Sher did not ‘buy in’ 


A lawyer for accused terror¬ 
ist Khurram Syed Sher says 
there is no evidence his 
client signed on to a pur¬ 
ported conspiracy to sup¬ 
port violent jihad. 

During closing argu¬ 
ments Thursday, defence 
lawyer Michael Edelson told 
an Ontario Superior Court 
judge that Sher did not “buy 
in” to the scheme of two al¬ 
leged co-conspirators. 

Secret audio surveillance 
of a July 2010 discussion 
among the three men at 
an Ottawa home reveals no 
intent on Sher’s part to be¬ 
come part of a plot, Edelson 
said. 

“He didn’t buy in. He 
didn’t join,” Edelson said. 
“There was never an actual 
objective — which he agreed 
to — that was illegal.” 

The Crown says the 
homegrown group was dedi¬ 
cated to supporting violent 
jihad by whatever means 


possible. 

It contends the three 
men agreed to raise money, 
send cash abroad, take para¬ 
military training, make and 
use explosives, and scout 
targets in Canada. 

Sher, 31, has pleaded not 
guilty to a charge of conspir¬ 
ing to facilitate terrorism. 

He was an anatomical 
pathologist in St. Thomas, 
Ont., south of London, be¬ 
fore his arrest in August 
2010. 

Sher made international 
headlines shortly after his 
arrest when it emerged he 
had once performed on the 
popular TV program Can¬ 
adian Idol. He has been out 
on bail, under strict condi¬ 
tions, for years. 

A publication ban on cer¬ 
tain elements of the case 
limits what can be reported 
during the trial, expected to 
wrap up Friday.

Sheila Fraser, the former aud¬ 
itor general who became a 
virtual folk hero for exposing 
the sponsorship scandal, is 
training her sights on what 
she sees as a new abuse by 
the federal government: its 
controversial overhaul of Can¬ 
ada’s election laws.

After publication of her 
remarks, the NDP requested 
that Fraser be invited to testify 
next week before the House of 
Commons committee study¬ 
ing the bill. The party’s demo¬ 
cratic reform critic, Craig 
Scott, expressed hope that 
such strong words from such a 
highly respected figure will be 
a “tipping point” that finally 
forces the government to back 
down. 

But the Harper government 
has so far been impervious to 
the near-universal condemna¬ 
tion of the bill by federal and 
provincial elections watch¬ 
dogs, academics and electoral 
experts at home and abroad.

Turns out it’s more like 
the top 20% vs. the 80% 


While politicians in Ottawa 
still can’t decide who is in 
the middle class, a new an¬ 
alysis suggests wealth is in¬ 
creasingly gravitating to the 
very top. 

The report by the left- 
leaning Canadian Centre for 
Policy Alternatives shows 
that the countiy’s 86 richest 
individuals and families — 
or 0.002 per cent of the total 
population — are getting ex¬ 
ponentially richer and now 
have accumulated as much 
wealth as the countiy’s poor¬ 
est 11.4 million. 

That’s more than in 1999, 
when the richest 86 had as 
much money as the poorest 
10.1 million and enough to 
buy up everything in New 
Brunswick and still have 
about $40 billion left over, 
according to the report, to be 
released Thursday. 

The point of the exercise, 
says economist and author 
David Macdonald, who used 
Statistics Canada data and 
research from Canadian Busi¬ 
ness magazine, is to show 
that if income inequality is a

FireChat ignites 
off-the-grid convos 


Humans made fire... 

Now we’ve made 
a messaging app 
via wireless mesh 
networking so users can 
connect sans Internet 


A new mobile messaging ap¬ 
plication called FireChat is 
empowering nearby smart¬ 
phone users to stay in touch 
even when there’s no cellu¬ 
lar service or Internet con¬ 
nection. 

In just two weeks since 
its release on the iPhone, 
FireChat already has pro¬ 
vided a flicker of hope for 
people pining for more ef¬ 
fective, secure and afford¬ 
able ways to communicate. 
That’s because the free mes¬ 


saging app harnesses a tech¬ 
nology called wireless mesh 
networking, which might 
someday allow a myriad of 
devices to connect like links 
in a chain. 

The technique might 
someday be used to tie 
together thousands of de¬ 
vices with built-in radios and 
make it possible to be online 
without having to pay for 
the access. It could also en¬ 
able online communications 
in remote areas or disaster 
zones without Wi-Fi or cel¬ 
lular signals. Furthermore, 
the conversations in these 
so-called “off-the-grid” net¬ 
works can’t be easily hacked 
into by spies and mischief 
makers or shut down by 
governments trying to stifle 
free speech.

Richard: Mark, movie by 
movie, Marvel is creating 
an interconnected universe. 
Like a giant jigsaw puzzle, 
the comic book company has 
pieced together something 
quite unprecedented: a series 
of films that aren’t sequels 
to one another, but when 
combined form a loud, brash 
whole. Captain America was 
a latecomer to the party, and 


while the first film was a 
solid introduction, it didn’t 
have the sparkle of, say, the 
first Iron Man movie. The 
character seemed a bit beige; 
a do-gooder with no rough 
edges. The Winter Soldier ad¬ 
dresses those concerns, flesh¬ 
ing out the character and 
providing some very good 
action sequences. What did 
you think? 

Mark: I’m not sure the word 
“think” applies much to the 
movie. But I did enjoy it, 
much more than the first in¬ 
stallment. The plot seemed 
rooted in some reality, in a 
kind of paranoid thriller way, 
like Enemy of the State and 
Three Days of the Condor, 
and Robert Redford’s pres¬ 
ence makes the connection

even more explicit. But I still 
don’t feel I knew Captain 
America any better in this 
one. He’s still a cipher to 
me — a sphinx with a veiy 
powerful garbage can lid. 

RC: This time out I thought 
Evans got deeper into the 
character. Physically he’s one 
big rippling muscle, but it’s 
his personality and attitude 
that make him interesting. 
He’s still a do-gooder, but 
one who questions his mis¬ 


sions. “You’re holding a gun 
to everyone on Earth and 
calling it protection,” he says 
after learning of S.H.I.E.L.D.’s 
violent plan to bring peace to 
the world. It’s an edgy mes¬ 
sage from a Greatest-Gener¬ 
ation type to a world where 
drones have become com¬ 
mon and Edward Snowden 
rides the line between pa¬ 
triot and traitor. The message 
permeates the plot, which 
is ripe with twists and turns 
and some genuinely thrilling 
moments. 

MB: Dunno about the mes¬ 
sage, but there were two long 
memorable car chases, and 
that’s enough for me! Loved 
the cast — Redford, Samuel 
L. Jackson, Anthony Maclcie, 
all great fun, but Scarlett Jo¬ 


hansson was the cheriy on 
the top of this sundae. She 
plays a lot of scenes without 
much makeup, which made 
me believe she was actually 
on an op. In the fight scenes, 
I’m sure Evans and Johans¬ 
son used stunt doubles, but it 
looked they were doing their 
own work. Nice directing. 

RC: I enjoyed the perform¬ 
ances. Johansson, in particu¬ 
lar, is mad, bad and danger¬ 
ous to know as Romanoff, 
and kicks so high it’s only a 
matter of time until she gets 
her own Avengers movie. 

MB: I’m looking forward to 
the next installment: Captain 
America and Tennille, where 
he saves the world and sings 
poppy ’70s love ballads.

Ivan Reitman returns to the dir¬ 
ector’s chair with the football 
drama Draft Day, starring Kevin 
Costner as the beleaguered gen¬ 
eral manager of the Cleveland 
Browns. For Reitman, the film 
signals a change in what sort of 
material he wants to direct — 
which means someone else will 
be helming Ghostbusters III. 

How do you go about getting 
non-football fans to care 
about football? 

That’s the magic trick of this 
movie. When we were making 
it, I knew that if it was only 
for football fans, then the film 
wasn’t right. Because it’s really 
not so much about football, 
even though it takes place in 


the football world. It’s really 
about human drama and be¬ 
ing under pressure and rising 
against it. 

And you have Kevin Costner 
as the guy dealing with that 
pressure. 

There’s just something about 
the guy that looks like he 
should be doing this and 
could have done it in his life. 

I said this to him when I first 
met him, that there’s kind of 
this inner goodness that he 
represents, this all-American 


kind of good guy quality that 
we as men want to follow, and 
it’s what makes him effective 
as a movie star. It’s sort of what 
Gaiy Cooper and all those 
great, classical old-time Holly¬ 
wood guys had. 

How did he respond to that? 

He sort of smiled shyly at me 
and changed the subject. 

Being in charge of a major- 
league sports team is such a 
public job, with so many fans 
and critics offering unsolicited 


opinions. Sort of like being a 
movie director, right? 

There’s 100,000 reviewers out 
there, not counting all the 
people who review your movie 
anyway as individuals and tell 
their friends, “Yeah, it sucked.” 
It’s part of public life today, 
and it’s why I could relate to 
the stoiy veiy easily. I felt veiy 
much like his job is the job of 
a director in a movie. I’ve had 
to deal with those kinds of 
pressures. 

What are your priorities for

At this age, if I’m going to 
continue directing, I think it 
will be things that are a little 


smaller and more intimate 
that have a stronger emotional 
core to them. It sort of led to 
that decision of withdrawing 
from Ghostbusters as a direc¬ 
tor. I wanted to do it, but I was 
always tom for that reason. 
And then with Harold Ramis’s 
death, it just didn’t seem right 
for me to continue as the 
director, and I actually thought 
I’d be more effective as the 
producer of the project. 

What do you think about the 
diehard Ghostbusters fans out 
there who don’t think a third 
movie is a good idea? 

People are cynical, and there’s 
now a million critics out there 
who let eveiybody know on 
a daily basis what they think 
about everything. People are 
always almost 90 per cent 
negative on what they don’t 
know, because what’s in their 
imagination is not necessar¬ 
ily correct. I know we have a 
script that I think will work, 
and I have a long histoiy of 
making things work. I’ve been 
wrong a bunch of times, but I 
think this is a really good one, 
and I think it’s worth making.

Scottish actress Karen Gillan 
is making the move to the big 
screen after making a name 
for herself on Doctor Who. She 
shaved her head for this sum¬ 
mer’s big Marvel adventure 
Guardians of the Galaxy, but 
first up, she has the terrifying 
new psychological thriller Ocu¬ 
lus, featuring Gillan as a young 
woman hying to prove a de¬ 
monic mirror was responsible 
for her family’s bloody demise 
10 years earlier. 


I sat next to a professional 
medium for my screening, 
and she couldn’t take it. 

Are you for real? That’s cool. If 
you can freak out a medium, 



then great. 

The film does a great job of 
playing with whether the 
audience can actually trust 


your character or not. 

That was a really fun thing for 
me to play and get involved in. 
As the characters are question¬ 
ing what they remember and 


what they believe to be real, 
we want the audience to do 
that as well. So the audience 
starts off thinking 
this girl is OK and then are 


more gradually thinking, 

“Oh no, she’s insane.” It’s 
quite a cool journey. 

Did you have any trouble 
with the American accent? 

I mean, I worked with a 
dialect coach a lot because I 
had a 13-page monologue to 
get through. There are certain 
sounds that I struggle with, 
or I just slip into this crazy 
Boston accent out of nowhere. 
I didn’t know what it was 
(laughs). We’ll just assume she 
spent some time in Boston at 
some point. 

These are the sorts of back- 
stories you create for yourself 
as an actress. 

Yes, exactly. It was just a nu- 
anced performance. 

With your transition to films, 
is there any particular strat¬ 
egy at play? 

I don’t plot anything out. I’m 
not really a strategy type. I just 
look for good projects, really. I 
mean, right now I’m going to 
go and shoot a pilot for ABC, 
so there’s no real plotting. 

I mean, I haven’t plotted. 
Maybe my agent has, but I 


haven’t. 

You’ve obviously already 
got a nice foothold with the 
Comic-Con audience with 
Doctor Who, but Guardians 
of the Galaxy should increase 
it to a pretty intense level. 
Yeah, what should I do next? 
How do I get the most nerd 
cred in the world. 

I think Star Wars, maybe? 

Star Wars, yeah. OK. 

The head shaving must come 
up pretty often. 

That does come up a lot. I 
quite like it. It’s OK now, but 
before it was just so weird. I 
have my hair as a wig. That 
was the one thing that Marvel 
did. They were like, “To soften 
the blow, we’re going to send 
your hair to the Star Wars 
people and they’re going to 
make you a wig.” I wish I’d 
gotten a picture of, like, all 
these monster heads and then 
just my hair in the Star Wars 
workshop. 

I guess Disney has those con¬ 
nections now. 

Exactly. It’s like, “I know just 
who to send this to.”

A classic spoof of the Revo¬ 
lutionary War finds Gen.

Silicon Valley. New 
Mike Judge series 
chronicles characters' 
Zuckerberg aspirations 


Mike Judge describes himself 
on Twitter as “The Beavis & 
Butt-Head, King of the Hill, Of¬ 
fice Space, Idiocracy guy.” 

He may soon have to cram 
Silicon Valley to his Twitter re¬ 
sume. The new comedy, which 
takes dead aim at the big 
money world of dot-com start¬ 
ups, premieres Sunday, April 6 
on HBO Canada following the 
fourth-season return of Game 
ofThrones. 

The 51-year-old executive 
producer has a knack for tak¬ 
ing the madness of the modem 
world and feeding it through 
a comedy shredder. He has a 
Texan’s way of telling it like it 
is, as with this recent tweet: 

“What we really need to 
save the environment are more 
ill-informed self-aggrandizing 
celebrities. The more washed 
up the better.” 

Judge doesn’t need to tweet 
(and, in fact, rarely does). In¬ 
stead of venting on social 
media like the rest of us, he 
can mock society’s foibles to 
millions through his movies 
and TV shows. 

His latest project allows 
him to goof on Twitter, Google, 
Faceboolc, Apple and all the 
other high-tech giants from 
an insider’s perspective. Sili¬ 
con Valley is about a group of 
twenty-something computer 
programmers living together 
in a so-called “hacker hostel” in 
the Silicon Valley region of Palo 
Alto, Calif. 

Thomas Middleditch (The 
Office) plays Richard, a 26-year- 
old programmer who has come 
up with a nifty new high-speed 
compression algorithm that 
is the envy of the industry. 
Together with his best pal Big 
Head (Josh Brener) and fellow 
brainy misfits Gilfoyle and 
Dinesh (Martin Starr, Kumail 
Nanjiani) — as well as Erlich 
(T.J. Miller), the deluded dot¬ 
com millionaire who lets them 
all crash at his house — each 
member of the gang plots to 
become the next Mark Zuclcer- 
berg. 

Besides Judge, the series 
was created by John Altsch¬ 
uler, Dave Krinsky (King of 
the Hill) and Alec Berg (Curb 
Your Enthusiasm). Toronto- 
born Michael Rotenberg (It’s 
Always Sunny in Philadelphia) 
and Tom Lassally (The Goode

Family) are also executive pro¬ 
ducers. 

Judge didn’t have to Google 
these sitcom characters. As he 
told TV critics gathered earlier 
this year in Pasadena, Calif., he 
was one of them. When he was 
23, the physics major worked 
as a test engineer in Palo Alto. 

“This is boring stuff for most 
of you,” said Judge in his famil¬ 
iar drawl (halfway between two 
animated characters he created 
and voiced — Hank Hill from 
King of the Hill and Butt-Head). 
He explained how he put in a 
little over a year testing auto¬ 
matic systems for F-18 fighters 
as well as interfaces for early 
high-def screens. 

“I was programming a little 
bit back then,” he downplays. 
“I didn’t follow it that much. 
Now that I’m doing the show 


I’ve gotten back into it.” 

His dealings brought him 
into contact with some of the 
big tech players he lampoons 
on the series. 

“We’ve both known some 
tech billionaires,” he says, 
speaking also for Berg, whose 
father was a physics professor 
and whose brother worked 
for Microsoft co-founder Paul 
Allen. 

In the pilot, two billionaire 
venture capitalists (played by 
Christopher Evan Welch and 
Matt Ross) compete to seize 
Richard’s zippy new algorithm. 
Berg insists they’re not based 
on anyone in particular, al¬ 
though he admits that, after 
researching this dot-com busi¬ 
ness world, “the craziest stuff 
that you can think of is not half 
as crazy as the real stuff you’re 
finding.” 

Judge says there’s a “bil¬ 
lionaire vibe” they just tapped 
into, suggesting these industry 
leaders fall into two categor¬ 
ies, “a kind of Aspergery-type” 
or an “uber-competitive guy.”

I’m back from Germany — a 
winemaking countiy with a 
long histoiy, both in its own 
vineyards and here in Canada. 

If you’re showing even a 
hint of grey hair, you prob¬ 
ably remember Germany’s 
liquid output as the sweet 
and simple stuff your parents 
drank at bridge club parties. 


But today’s German 
wines have a secret weapon. 
Predominately white, their 
balance of sugar and acid¬ 
ity make them extremely 
food-friendly, especially when 
you’re looking for a match 
with takeout. Sushi, Chinese, 
Mexican, Thai, anything spicy, 
and they can fill your glass. 


I spent some time in the 
Mosel region: a beautiful part 
of the wine world popu¬ 
lated by small fairy-tale towns 
where steeply planted vines 
grow on the slopes that rise 
from the banks of the meand¬ 
ering Moselle river. 

In the Mosel, Riesling 
is king, with wines like Dr.

MacKenzie Weegar knows he 
has a formidable challenge 
ahead of him. 

But he’s embracing it. 

After rolling over the 
Charlottetown Islanders in 
four straight games, the Hali¬ 
fax Mooseheads and their top 
defenceman are eager to face 
a stronger second-round op¬ 
ponent — the eighth-seeded 
Gatineau Olympiques at 
home on Friday night. 

The 20-year-old Florida 
Panthers prospect realizes 
the Olympiques, who lead the 
league in playoff goals, have 
plenty of talent up front, with 
the likes of Simon Tardiff- 
Richard, Martin Reway and 
Vaclav Karabaclcelc who sit 
second, third and ninth in 
playoff scoring. 

“They’re very good of¬ 
fence, especially with (Emile) 
Poirier, Reway,” said Weegar, 
who picked up eight first- 
round points. “But I think 
we can handle them with our 
defence.

Plus, 
we have just as much offence 
up front.” 


Positioned in a relatively 
weak Maritime division, the 
Mooseheads have dominated 
the likes of the Islanders, 
Sea Dogs and Bathurst Titan 
throughout the regular sea¬ 
son, but haven’t consistently 
faced top-tier competition.
